HERE is a growing opinion in the haulage industry that feels a 
look at contract A licences and C-hiring allowances is fast becoming 
necessary [he changing pattern was spotlighted in the recent 

Licensing Authorities’ Reports for the year ended September 30, last 

In those reports some of the Authorities made plain their disquiet on 

this score, and also over the increase in C-hiring allowance grants 

It is, perhaps, as well to state now that there is nothing at variance 
with the law (as it stands) in this trend. It must also be stated that the 
majority of operators who provide contract and C-hired vehicles do 
so with complete satisfaction; they do not break the law, nor do they 
ever intend to. A considerable number, however, do appear to regard 
the issue of these grants as a key to A-licensed haulage A small 
minority set out deliberately to evade the law. So, it is with these 
people, and not with the vast majority of law-abiding ope

[he desirability of considering the two type grant together is open 
to question. They are not synonymous licences, a1 are published 
statistics of contract grants, whereas there are none of C-hiring grants 

One has to rely on comments in the L.A.s’ reports, which nevertheless 

are decidedly sobering The North Western Authorit r instance, 

quoted one transport association which holds 5,314 hiring allowances 

having increased them last year by 950 

Ihe Yorkshire L.A. brought out another—-and possibly more disturb- 

ing—aspect of C-hiring in that many large firms (according to the L.A.) 

are replacing some or all of their fleet by vehicles hired from motor 

traders rather than, as in the past, from other operators. It might well 

be more economical for a customer to obtain his transport under a 

C-hiring allowance, but operators must surely be disturbed if a trader 

cuts the ground from under their feet 

[he Minister of Transport would be well advised to collect from his 

L.A.s the present totals of C-hiring grants and compare them with 

previous years. There is little doubt that they will show a much bigger 

jump even than contract A licences, which have risen since 1938 from 

3,967 operators with 9,467 vehicles to 11,797 +operators with 32,939 

vehicles In 1938, contract licences formed roughly | in 54 of the 

country’s fleet; today they represent below } in 43. If the tripling of 
the C-licensed fleet over the same period is discounted, then the facts 

are that in 1938, contract vehicles represented a little less than 1 in 9 


of the A-licensed fleet. Today the proportion is less than | in 3. There 


are 91,297 A- and Special A-licensed vehicles, and 32,939 under contracts 

These figures, and the strong conjecture about C-hiring statistics prove 
beyond doubt that the balance is now radically changed. The Minister 
should, therefore, inquire whether this change is desirable—whether, in 
fact, the law is out of date with modern demands 

It may be that it is an undesirable change in the case of C-hiring 
but needs no major alteration for contract grants, in which case legis- 
lation should be produced to redress the balance. On the other hand 
it may be found, when everything is taken into account, that the shift 
is not undesirable. The conclusion then must be that the deliberate 
law-breaking is the avenue to be attacked. The Minister could do that 
by giving his Authorities the necessary staff to enforce the law. The 
L.A.s make it quite plain that they would enforce it—if they could!

The Licensing Authority granted an A 
licence for an articulated outfit of total

The appeal was opposed by Sunte 
Brothers, Ltd., and Siddle Cook, Ltd 
both represented by Mr. T. H. Campbell 
Wardlaw, and the B.T.C., represented by 
Mr. J. M. Timmons 

Mr. 4. R. C. Samuel-Gibbon (for 
Walker's) told the Tribunal: “It is my 
submission that the Licensing Authority 
fell into grievous error in this matter.” 

Mr. Samuel-Gibbon said the only 
traffic in issue was what was called “ long 
length metal traffic.” There was a need 
for the service in this field provided by 
H. L. Walker, who used the articulated 
vehicle and trailer for the purpose 

The Licensing Authority, under a com- 
plete misapprehension, had decided that 
the traffic should not have been carried 
by Walker's and granted a licence pre- 


venting the appellants from doing so 
‘It is a strange decision,” he said. 

Mr. Campbell Wardlaw said that 
before the application to the Licensing 
Authority, Walker’s licence had specified 
the weight of the vehicle as 2 tons 12 
and the trailer as 1 ton 18 cwt 
These limitations should govern the 
weight submitted by further licences 
The Licensing Authority had been per- 
fectly justified in this decision 

On Monday, before making thei 
decision, the Tribunal president, Si 
Hubert Hull, said he had learnt that the 
licence Walker's had asked the Tribunal 
to vary, had expired. 

Sir Hubert said the Tribunal 
probably been wasting time because it 
could not vary an expired licence. Nor 
could it vary anew licence, issued after 
expiry of the old one, as it was not the 
subject of the appeal. 

If the Tribunal had been giving a 
binding decision it would have sent the 
case back to the Licensing Authority for 
him to hear the fullest evidence on the 
need for Walker's service in “ long length 
traffic.”.. He added that although it was 
the practice in the Northern area for

A SYSTEM of checks on certain goods

Mere anarchy is loosed upon the world 


P TO the day when the Transport Tribunal 
announced their decision on the Merchandise Trans 
port appeal, the licensing system seemed to many 
people beyond the reach of time. Like some other British 
institutions, it may have become a little moth-eaten over 
the years, but there was no reason to suppose it could not 
be patched up and made to continue indefinitely. Nobody 
now can feel quite the same about it 
The events of the past few weeks have introduced an 
exotic element that the haulier may be tempted to regard 
If he has tried to follow 
the case, he must feel like an explorer plunging through a 
jungle with no idea of what strange and terrifying creatures 
he will meet in the next clearing. Every man’s hand seems 
to have been against him, even that of the customer who 
he may once have thought was his undeviating champion. 
Behind the barricade set up by the Court of Appeal case, 
there have been standing reports Say 
hundreds—of C licence holders waiting for the starter’s 
signal in order to join in the gold rush and stake their 
claims. They have not bothered to conceal their eagerness 
Their one thought, or so it seems to the professional 
operator, has been to exploit the possibility of cutting their 
transport costs by taking return loads

The law of licensing has always had its problems, even 
No Act of Parliament is without them. But 
at least, until fairly recently, the operator knew in general 
terms what were the principles regulating his activities. If

If he wished to other people, he 
accepted the burden of objections from established hauliers 
and the railways

ALTHOUGH the Merchandise Transport case had its 
forerunners, it was significant as marking the occasion when 
the haulier really came to close quarters with the shocking

vehicles to carry one’s own traffic. The decision of the 
tribunal meant that the old principle no longer applied 
The gallant attempt of the Metropolitan 
Authority to preserve it was swept aside.

The licensing system that the haulier had come to regard 
with something like affection was no longer friendly terri- 
tory. He had established his business on it. He had come 
to terms with his neighbours and rivals, and had even 
built up a communal life with them by means of the road- 
rail negotiating machinery. Now it that for all 
these years he had been living on the edge of a volcano

For his own satisfaction he must now question the whole 
basis of his existence. The licensing system that had pre- 
viously been almost exclusively the concern of licensing

authorities and the tribunal had for several days been 
paraded before the public who, on the whole, regarded it 
as a somewhat rum spectacle, if one is to judge from the 
comments made by the Court of Appeal during the hearing 
Other people besides hauliers may have wondered whether 
the system—leaving aside for the moment the traumatic 
features introduced by the tribunal—is as valid for 1960 
as it was for 1933, or whether it was really valid all those 
years ago 

The intention of licensing, of course, is not to provide 
hauliers with an easy living. It is to ensure that on the 
whole trade and industry have available a healthy and 
varied choice of efficient and reasonably priced transport 
facilities. If the choice is to include railway services 
and, as far as one can tell, this is the firm policy of the 
present Government and of the Opposition—-there must be 
some curb on the unlimited growth of road transport 
The need seems to be proved by the extent to which that 
growth has made inroads into railway traffic even under 
the present licensing system 


AssumiNG that restrictions on road transport are 
deemed necessary, it would be going too far to prevent the 
trader or manufacturer from carrying his own goods in his 
own vehicles. The restrictions must be imposed on the public 
In other words, if the haulier or anybody 
else sets out to plan a sensible structure on which to regulate 
the transport industry in the 1960s, he arrives at a structure 
very much like the one drawn up for the 1930s

Evidently what has gone wrong has something to do 
with the accretion of case law that has tended to carry the 
regulation of road transport farther and farther away from 
the original conception. What ts wanted is a return to first 
principles, and once they have been reached, the organiza

A system of this kind would have several advantages

into an inflexible body of law. If one authority 
happened to be unduly harsh, there would be a chance of 
watering down his more extreme appeal 
There would be little risk of an irreconcilable divergence 
of opinion between the authorities on one hand and the 
tribunal on the- other. Finally, one might expect that 
hauliers and the railways would be more willing than they 
seem to be at present to accept the decisions of a tribunal 
if its membership were composed on the lines I have

now be fitted in a much smaller area and one fewer risers are used 
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mention being made of comfort, automatic doors and 
saloon heating. Adverse comments were few and mainly 
related to particular features of the vehicle equipment rather 
than general criticism of design. The feature which created 
most adverse comment was moquette seating, mainly on the 
hygienic aspect as compared with leather. There was also 
some criticism of ventilation 

One of the new methods adopted to meet the ever- 
recurring problem of the peaks is a plan to standardize the 
fleet in units by purchasing buses in large batches, the first 
order being for 200 Atlanteans. This will start the replace- 
ment of the first post-war vehicles and new orders will be 
placed every two to three years. The purchase of large- 
capacity buses will enable the fleet total to be reduced by 
about 200 over the next 18 years 

The service experience with the Atlanteans revealed some 
difficulties from a loading point of view in that the entrance 
gangway between the staircase and the nearside front wheel 
was somewhat narrow, resulting in a limited amount of 
congestion, and the three-seater longitudinal seats over the 
wheel arches were not ideal from a passengeg’s point of 
view 

When a low gangway is used, the relative height from 
the gangway to the top of the wheel arches is increased to 
the detriment of the passengers; in some designs the 
majority of passengers have to step up in order to enter 
of the seats. In Liverpool, there is no problem of 
low bridges and, therefore, the department's technical staf} 
have redesigned the lower saloon of the Atlantean bus by 
incorporating, from the rear of the vehicle to the front edge 
of the staircase, a flat floor at an approximate height of 
2 ft. 44 in. with one step down to the platform, thus elimin- 
ating the use of foot stools to the longitudinal seats 

By virtue of raising the floor, the staircase risers have 
been reduced from eight to seven, and this allows the stair 
case to be fitted in a much smaller area, giving an improved 
landing area at the top of the stairs and more space in the 
lower saloon, An added advantage is a simpler staircase 
with the inner stringer becoming a single flat panel. This 
design has enabled the width of the gangway in the vicinity 
of the staircase to be increased by 75 per cent 


Altered Seats 

The two, three-passenger longitudinal seats over the reat 
wheel arches, together with the foot stools, have been 
removed and substituted by four, two-passenge: 
arranged transversely and back to back (thus two seats on 
each side face the rear). The total seating capacity of 78 has 
been retained by replacing the two-passenger seat on the 
offside behind the staircase partition with a single seat, and 
the three-passenger seat over the front nearside wheel arch 
has been reduced to two. Space has therefore become avail- 
able for the incorporation of a large size clothing locker for 
the crew, and a detachable bucket-type used ticket box 

It is considered by the department that these improve- 
ments will have a very material effect in improving the 
loading characteristics and maintenance of the vehicle and 
its appeal from a passenger's point of view The experi- 
mental Atlantean has been modified accordingly in the 
department's works and is now operating in service 

Geographically, Liverpool’s transport system radiates 
fanwise, north, south and east from the city centre, and is 
bounded on the west by the River Mersey. Services extend 
beyond the city boundary into the area of six adjacent local 
authorities and, since 1931, the department has had working 
agreements with Ribble Motor Services to the north and

Maintenance is carried out partly on a mileage and partly 
on a time basis by a system of “ docks,” which are all done 
at the undertaking’s eight garages, save for the five-year 
complete overhaul for Certificates of Fitness, which are 
done at Edge Lane. Engines, with their increased relia- 
bility, are changed only as and when necessary. Some 
Leylands have already passed the 400,000 mile mark 

The department also operate 150 ancillary vehicles, 
including low-loaders and heavy lorries. This part of the 
fleet includes a 1936 A.E.C. Regent, converted to a stores 
wagon and fitted to carry engines, which visits all eight 
garages daily 

Recent improvements at Edge Lane include the modern- 
ization of the paint shop, which now has 20 working bays 
for preparation work, a hot spray painting booth, which 
will take a complete vehicle, together with a cellulose spray 
booth for cars and light vehicles and a wet-back spray booth 
for dealing with components. It

A radio communications system is operated on a special 
private wavelength enabling patrol cars to be sent at once

A constant-mesh five-speed gearbox 
would be a welcome feature on the four-wheélers because, 
apart from the safeguard it would provide with regard to 
engine over-revving, this type would, it is considered, enable 
engine speeds to be more accurately matched to vehicle 
loading. A Thames Trader converted six-wheeler has been 
experimentally equipped with a David Brown five-speed 
constant-mesh gearbox, but assessing its benefits has not 
been possible in the limited time it has been in service. 

Vehicle renewal policy relative to the 7-tonners is based 
on replacement in the sixth year, depreciation being based 
on a five-year period, heavier vehicles normally having a 
considerably longer life. Although the average annual 
mileage of 35,000 for the Thames four-wheelers is low by 
trunking vehicle standards, it represents arduous working 
in practice. The average length of a run is 25-35 miles, 
and a typical working day may involve more than three 
trips. The time spent in loading and discharge is a sub- 
stantial proportion of the total. 

Fuel consumptions of the Thames Traders vary between 
13 m.p.g. and 164 m.p.g., according to route characteristics 


and traffic conditions. In the six-wheeler class. the Traders

Being used experimentally are two Commer articulated 
outfits and two Commer tippers, all fitted with the T.S.3

Drivers report favourably on their use, particularly if the 
outfit is equipped with mechanical-linkage brakes 

It is considered that the most 
articulated-outfit braking is the York type incorporating 
a separate servo-operated system for the trailer, controlled 
by a lever in the cab. One of these trailers is in service, 
and it has been fully demonstrated that the ability of the 
driver to apply the trailer brakes before the tractor brakes 
promotes stability. The driver quickly learns to vary the 
lag between trailer and tractor braking to the best advan 
tage according to the type of road surface, camber and

Tractor and trailer brakes are regularly tested, and any 
fall-off of efficiency is immediately rectified. Brakes of all 
other vehicles are, of course, checked and adjusted 
regularly. The Tandem Hydrovac system of the latest 
Thames Traders is giving particularly good service 


Regular Servicing Essential 
Regular and thorough routine servicing of engine, axle, 
gearbox, brakes and steering is regarded as essential to 
reliable vehicle operation, but preventive maintenance as 
such is not considered necessary, given that all parts of 
the vehicle are carefully inspected at frequent intervals by 


a fully qualified mechanic. At the larger depots, greasing 
is performed by mechanics every 2,000 miles with the 
aid of a Tecalemit Majestic greasing battery, and at the 
smaller depots the chassis are greased by the drivers under 
the supervision of the garage foreman. Engine lubricating 
oil is changed at the same mileage intervals, a fully deter- 
gent S.A.E.20 oil being used throughout the fleet, summer 
and winter 

Fuel injection pumps and nozzles are overhauled every 
25,000-30,000 miles in fully equipped departments at 
Wolverhampton and Stockton-on-Tees, special attention 
being given to the wear of pump elements and camshafts, 
the action of diaphragm-type governors and nozzle atomi- 
zation. After fitting to the power unit, maximum engine 
speed is checked by tachometer and in no case is a speed 
above the rated r.p.m. allowed. The governor is normally 
reset to reduce the speed slightly below the rated r.p.m. 

Stocks of spare engines and major components are main- 
tained at the larger depots. The maximum mileage so far 
covered by a Thames Trader is about 100,000, and the 
performance of the 6D engine gives promise that the 
vehicles will normally exceed 120,000 miles before recon- 
ditioning is necessary. If an intermediate overhaul of any 
of the engines is required, it is performed in the workshops

Discussed in Reply to a Reader's Inquiry: Costing the 
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of Overhead Expenditure is 


Operation of a 41-seater Coach 


HE composition and apportionment of overhead costs is 

a subject raised by an operator in the south-west. He 

appreciates that these are costs which cannot be directly 
allocated to specific vehicles and asks for advice as to what 
is the common practice when dealing with such expenditure. 
He also inquires whether blank forms, suitably drawn up for 
the purpose of commercial vehicle costing, are available, and 
also whether any text book is published dealing exclusively 
with costing the operation of goods vehicles 

According to the size of fleet. overhead costs can include a 
large number and wide range of items of expenditure. These 
could be conveniently grouped under such headings as 
management, office, garage and stores, warehouse, branch 
depots, sales and publicity, professional services and auxiliary 
fleet. 

Regarding apportionment, it must be admitted at the outset 
that this is-a somewhat contentious subject, and in the final 
resort must be largely determined by the particular circum- 
stances of each operator. When a fleet of vehicles is 
standardized in size and sphere of operation, little difficulty 
arises as to the allocation of overhead costs, as this can be 
easily derived by a simple division relative to the total number 
of vehicles in the fleet. Incidentally, although there would be 
no point in doing so, the same allocation per vehicle would 
result from a division relative to comparative payloads, because 
in this particular instance these would be the same 


I will be appreciated that the amount of administrative and 

traffic control exercised over each vehicle would not neces- 
sarily be appropriate to its size. As an extreme example, a 
mechanical horse operating with, possibly, three or four spare 
trailers on collections and deliveries within a factory area may 
well necessitate much more time being spent on its control than 
an cight-wheeler with, possibly, three times its carrying 
capacity. averaging 1,000 miles per week The urgency of any 
particular traffic may also influence the incidence of overhead 
costs 

For the purpose of the new edition of The Commercial 
Motor” Tables of Operating Costs, which has just been 
published. overhead or establishment costs have been assessed 
as a percentage (20) of the total operating cost. As with any 
other formula used to apportion overhead costs, this method is 
to some extent arbitrary. On balance. however, it is considered 
that it provides an equitable compromise allied to the simplicity 
which is considered essential when dealing with commercial 
vehicle costing 

By adopting this method the ultimate apportionment of 
overhead costs bears some relation to the initial outlay on the 
vehicle, and thereby indirectly to its payload, through the 
medium of standing costs. Additionally. the greater traffic 
control which would presumably be required as mileage 
increased, would also be reflected through the higher running 
costs and, therefore, overhead costs 

Whilst a text book dealing exclusively with commercial 
vehicle costing is not available, the principles of this subject 
are detailed in the introduction to “ The Tables.” In addition. 
a recommended cost sheet is described and similar sheets for 
the operator's own use can be obtained from the Charnwood 
Publishing Co.. Coalville, Leicester

As an example of this type of inquiry, a Midlands reader 
writes stating that he is starting up in the haulage business and 
is considering buying a 7-ton lorry. which he estimates will cost 
£300-£350. Overtime payments will not be necessary since he 
is driving the vehicle himself and he is able to undertake his 
own servicing. Additionally, he states that there would be no 
expenditure incurred in garaging the vehicle. He also

S an average cost for a new 7-tonner in the quantity- 
produced class would be around £1,500, it is obvious that < 
similar vehicle obtained at the figure mentioned by the reader 
will in all probability be in need of substantial overhaul either 
immediately or, at best. in the near future. Moreover, only 
a small proportion of its economic working life, in terms of 
mileage, would remain to be run. Any saving. therefore. 
obtained as a result of the reduced initial outlay would in all 
probability be offset by higher maintenance costs per mile, and 
possibly tyre costs, since these would no doubt be partly worn 
when purchased 
The depreciation costs per mile would also probably be 
higher rather than lower, since the balance necessary to allow 
for the purchase of a replacement vehicle, in addition to 
whatever small amount was obtained by the ultimate sale of 
the used vehicle, would have to be spread over a comparatively 
small mileage 
When commencing with a new vehicle. a mileage life of 
150.000 is assumed for this class of vehicle for the purpose of 
calculating depreciation, whilst the mileage per set of tyres is 
reckoned at 30,000. But, by virtue of the price mentioned by 
the reader, this vehicle and tyres would obviously be capable 
of being operated for only a small proportion of these estimated 
mileage lives 
S an alternative to the previous readers hope of being 
able to operate at a reduced rate by the employment of 
a low-priced used vehicle, inquiries are sometimes received for 
estimated operating costs which, on the basis of information 
supplied by the reader. imply substantial overloading. In such 
cases, estimates cannot be supplied as the details given in the 
Tables of Operating Costs are calculated on the assumption 
that the manufacturer's recommendations are adhered to 
Failure to do so would invariably incur exceptional main- 
tenance, and possibly tyre costs. which would be difficult, if 
not impossible. to estimate apart from any possible infringement 
of legal requirements relative to axle loadings and maximum 
gross weights 
A recent example of such an inquiry concerns a proposal to 
build a bulk body, with blowing gear, on a 7-ton quantity 
produced four-wheeled chassis at an estimated overall cost of 
£4.500. The reader then went on to refer to an anticipated 
payload of 10 tons and asked for an indication of 
cost per ton to charge to the customer 
However. the maximum gross weight recommended for the
